BOISE - The Idaho House isn't likely to 
require farmers to buy worker’s compensa- 
tion insurance,' the chamber’s majority 
Ipader says. 

Rep. Bruce Newcomb, R-Burley, said 
the bill’s advocates don't have enough 
votes to pass it. 

Legislators and fanners have become an- 
gry with the Idaho news media for their 
coverage of the issue, tipping House senti- 
ment against mandatory worker's compen- 
sation lor fbrm employees, Newcomb said. 



So Newcomb has pro- 
posed amendments to 
the bill, which has al-. 
ready possed the Idaho 
Senate and is supported 
byOov. Phil Bott. 

One amendment 
would allow farmers to 
choose between offering worker’s com- 
pensation or health care coverage to their 



employees, and the oth- 
er amendment would 
require newspapers to 
buy worker’s compen- 
sation insurance for 
their carriers. 

Such tactics have 
been used before: In 
past years, agribusiness 
lobbyists ot the Idaho 
Farm Bureau have in- 
voked the 1993 slaying 
of Pocatello newspaper 
girl Jeralee Underwood in response to edi- 
torlols calling for compensation insurance

Man charged 
after Filer 


shoot-out

FILER - A Filer man was charged with eight counts 
of assault in a Twin Falls courtroom Monday after a 
seven-hour stand-off that injured two law oflicers. 

Ernest Ray Watts Jr„ 31, on electrician, surrendered 
after police launched tear gas into his small wooden 
home at 40 1 Sixth St., police said. 

Filer policemen responded to a call of domestic vio- 
lence Sunday night and exchanged gunfire with Watts, 
according to an affidavit written by Sgt. Sam Soliz of 
the Twin Falls County Sheriffs Department. 

’ The shoot-out wounded Cpl. Michael Orbon in both 
hands, breaking several bones in his left hand and lodg- 
ing pellets in his right hand, 'said Filer Police Chief Don 
Barldcy. 

Another law officer, Sgt. Kelly Wilson of the Twin 
;FalIs County Sheriffs Deportment, was sprayed with 
-gloss shards when Watts fired at deputies, according to 
police and the affidavit. 

::No one.is sure what prompted the outrage. Watts was^ 
convicted in 1994 of battery on o police officer after 
Oiban chased him into his house in April, 1994^ while, 
trying to stop him for drunken driviag, accoiding to Or- 
ban.’s affidavit. 

Four deputies spent several hours shivering behind a 
Filer police cor in front of the house out of fear Watts 


Would shoot them with a. high-powered rifle if they, 
moved, said Barkley. 

They finally sne^ed into the squad car and drove it 
away to the Filer Police Department, where there was 
"coficc and lots of heat," he said.

Before Watts’ battery conviction in 1994, Orbnn 
wrote that Watts grabbed him when Orban tried to' 
handcuff him, and wrestled with Orban for three min- 
utes and “pinned me to the point pn the floor that 1 
could not breathe,’’ the affidavit said.

Micron will 
mothball new 
plant In Utah

SALT LAKE CITY — Micron Technology. 
Inc. announced Monday it would complete the 
exterior work for its S2.S billion manufacturing 
plant in Lchi, Utah, then mothball the project be- 
cause of computer chip prices. 

The Boise-based company will not finish the— 
interior of the 2 million-squarc-foot plant or in- 
stall equipment until conditions warrant, 
spokeswoman Julie Nosh said. She called it the 
best approach is to be fiscally conservative. 

“We remain committed to the Utah facility,” 
President Steve - 
Appleton said in 
a statement, “ond 
appreciate the 
flexibility of local officials and subcontractors in ' 
responding to our changing needs." 

The news was token seriously in Utah, where 
Gov. Mike Leavitt huddled with legislative lead- 
ers late Monday to assess the impact on state fi- 
nances. Key lawmakers predicted the decision 
would have an impact on the state's record SS.4 
billion budget and could cloud the future of a 
SlOO million tax cut. 

“1 don't thiiik that there is any que.stion but 
that it is going to impact our budget," Senate 
President Lone Beattie said. “It certainly is a 
concern" os the Legislature prepares to adjourn 
Wednesday at midnight. 

Leavitt, in a hastily called late evening news 
conference, called the announcmcni a "disap- 
pointment and a disruption. 

“Bill it is not the kind of thing that would alter 
the course of our economy generally,” he soid. 
“In fact, you'd have to say that this is not all 
bad." 

Micron has promised Leavitt and local offi- 
cials that the plant will be up and running a full 
capacity within the next three to five years, 
which Leavitt said is a much more reasonable 
schedule to construct a S2.5 billion manufactur- 
ing plant. 

Lchi Mayor William L. Gibbs, whose commu- 
nity has been strained by the rapid construction 
pace, also found a silver lining in the announce- 
ment. He believes Micron’s decision will not 
hurt his community in the long run. 

And since Micron has paid cash for infrastruc- 
ture improvements to date, the city has not been 
forced to borrow money to meet the company's 
needs. 

“In fact, this will give us a little breathing 
room to catch up with some of the other growth 
that’s happening here," he said. 

So for, the company has spent about S500 mil- 
lion for construction, Leavitt said. 

Micron is still shooting for completion of the 
plant in 3-5 years, said iupp Bedard, vice presi-

“We’re getting into a very 
important month here,” Dole told 
reporters. “The changes have been 
made and we’re moving on. 
That’s it.” 

Dole conceded he needed a win 
badly to stop commentator Pat 
Buchanan's surge. 


“I'm tired of coming' in sec- 
ond,” he said, explaining the siafT 
changes. 

One result of the shakcup; new, 
more positive ads designed by the 
new chief strategist, Don Sipple, 
will begin running in primary bat- 
tleground states os early ns today. 

“Changing campaign managers 
is not Senator’s Dole problem,” 
former Tennessee Gov. Lamar 
Alexander, another of Dole's 
major opponents, said at a rally in 
Marietta. 

“Senator Dole’s problem is that 
he doesn’t seem to have, one idea 
about where to take the country. 
The second problem. is he’s run- . 
ning negative ads and making 
negative telephone calls. The 
third problem is he's ducking 
debate,” Alexander said.

Legislature should pop 
for property tax relief 

colleges - without paying a dime of 
local taxes to support them. 

Although CSI IS a fine institution 
that brings many benefits to the com- 
munity, the unfairness is irksome. 

Anlonc’s bill would provide a rem- 
edy. It would put a 2-ccnt lax on ev- 
ery can of pop sold in counties whose 
students attend CSI or NIC. The tax 
would raise S8 million to SIO million 
a year, providing significant tax relief 
to Jerome. Twin Falls and Kootenai 
counties. 

This is a good proposal for several 
reasons. One, soda sales are a broad 
and stable revenue source. Second, 
Anionc’s plan would spread the lax 
burden beyond the three home coun- 
ties. Three, by shifling the tax burden 
to consumption, it would provide 
much-longed-for property-tax relief. 

(A statewide tax would be even 
better, because higher education real- 
ly should be a state rather than a local 
responsibility. But a statewide tax 
would be much harder to sell.) 

Of course, the soft-drink industry is 
lobbying against the bill. The industry 
argues that a ‘‘luxury” tax on pop is 
misplaced, because pop isn’t a luxury. 
Also, the tax would fall disproportion- 
.atcly on the poor, the industry says. 

A can of pop isn’t a fancy luxury 
like a yacht or a mink coat, but it’s 
definitely not a necessity. If you’re 
too poor to pay a 2-ccnt tax, water is 
a cheap and healthful alternative. 

New taxes arc always unpopular. But 
Antonc’s proposal is a good way to 
make an unfair situation fairer. The 
Legislature should find the courage to 
adopt it, despite the industry’s opposi- 
tion. 


Taxpayers in Twin Falls and 
Jerome counties arc getting a raw 
deal on higher education. The Legis- 
' laturc can fix it, but the task will take 
some courage. 

The latest proposal - a good one, 
from Rep. Steve Antone, R-Rupert - 
would relieve our property-tax in- 
equity by taxing soda pop. But it’s 
running into determined opposition 
from the Idaho Soft Drink Associa- 
tion. 

The association represents the peo- 
ple who sell pop.. So naturally it's 
against the tax. In a weekend attapk 
advertisement, the group described 
the pop tax as a “hidden” excise tax. 
It asked consumers ominously, “If 
they tax pop, what will they tax 
next?" 

Thai’s the wrong question. The 
right question is, “If they tax pop, 
what won 't they have to tax anymore 
to support community colleges?” The 
answer is, property. 

Properly owners in Twin Falls and 
Jerome counties, together with their 
counterparts in Kootenai County, arc 
the only taxpayers in Idaho who pay 
property taxes to support local col- 
leges. 

When students from elsewhere at- 
tend the College of Southern Idaho or 
North Idaho College, their home 
counties pay a small per-student fee. 
But it's not even close to being a fair 
share. 

The unfairness doesn’t stop there. 
While Twin Falls and Jerome county 
residents pay property taxes for their 
two-year college, residents of 
Pocatello, Moscow, Lewiston and 
Boise enjoy the benefits of four-year 
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Higher taxes don’t serve elderly

Public trust doctrine must stand 

Barely a week has passed since the Idaho t . 
Land Board discovered thepubUe trust doc- ” 


trine - stopping the Auger Falls dam - and al- 
ready the ionho Water Users Association is try- 
ing to dismantle iL 

Using secrecy and last-minute tactics to 
avoid public attention, the Idaho Water Users 
Association is trying to strip the public of its 
say in Idaho’s water, wildlife and timber re- 
sources. House Bill 794 would “scvcrcly.Jimit” 
the public trust doctrine in Idaho, occordii^ to 
its^wnsors. 

' The public trust doctrine is an ancient legal 
concept that protects the public’s use of water 
and oUier natural resources. The Auger Falls 
experience shows how important the public 
trust doctrine is to the peoplo;of the state.of 
Idaho. It was the legal basis for the recent Land 
Board decision to deny a submerged lands 
easement for the proposed Auger Falls hydro- 
electric dam near Twin Falls. The Land Boonl 
listened to considerable outcry by Twin Falls 
and Magic Valley residents and held that uiida 
the public mist doctrine, it would not allow an- 
other dnm to be built on the overworked Snake 
River. 

This ruling was based on the values of 
Whitewater navigability, fish and wildlife habi- 
tat, water qtioli^ and economics. But under 
HB-794, the Auger Falls dam could be built 
b^use these public trust values would no 
longer be rccogriizcd. Instead the IWUA “pub- 
lic trust elimination'.’ bill would restrict the 
public trust doctrine only to title of submerged 
bc^ of rivets - not water quality, not recre- 
ation and not fish and wildlife, lilre the doctrine 
currently protects. 

Auger Falls is not the only example where 
the public trust is important The public’s right 
of access to fish, su'im or boat in Idaho’s lakes 
and rivers and its rights to picnic or sunbathe 
on state beaches arc also protected by the pub- 
lic tnist These rights may be lost under 
794. 

I The Idaho Water Users Association claims 
that this bill “recognizes" the public trust under 
Idaho law. Let there be no doubt that its intent 
is to gut the public's role in how Idaho’s natu- 
ral resources ore used and managed. 

Under House Bill 794, the citizens and the 
state of Idaho would lose their rights to have a 
voice in management of our natural resources. 
Thisliill ofiects everyone, including irrigators, 
hunters, fishermen and river recreationists.

Nez Perce County Prosecutor 
Denise Rosen olso sought help ond 
hired former Idaho deputy attorney 
-general Michael Kane, at a cost of 
517,970. 

Rosen said murder coses always 
cost more than other trials because 
of new defense strategies and 


advancements in 
forensics. 

American Bar 
Association stan- 
dards recommend 
the defendant be 
represented by 
two attorneys, she 
said. 

"If you have 
two on one side, 

Arraamlth you’re going to 
hove two on the 
other,” Rosen sold. Robert Van 
Idour and Robert Kinney were paid 
SI 13,500 to represent Hawkins. 

The biggest expense .of the 
Arrasmith trial was bringing in a 
jury from Twin Falls after the 
Mosmans charged their client 
could not receive a fair trial 
because of {peal ond national 
media reports. 

That sequestered jury cost 
521,753. including several outings.

TWIN FALLS - Twin Falls will spend 
$128,000 foi a short-term fuj nt the intersec- 
tion .of Pole Line Road and Blue Lakes 
Boulevard, but the changes won’t include 
“channelization" or extra street lights, the city 
council decided Monday. 

...The Idaho Transportation Departfnent 
plans to widm three legs of the intersection 
and odd two wide-radius right-tum lanes this 
summer. Until the eouncil voied no, stale 
plans also included raised barriers r or chan- 
nelization - that would restrict turns just west 
of the intersection. 

But a handful of Blue Lakes business own- 


ers gave emotional testimonies Monday 
opposing channelization at that intersection 
and othm along Blue Lakes. 

The barriers arc “the very bitterest of oil the 
bitter pills" for business owners to swallow, 
said McDonald’s restaurants owner Bill Kyle, 
who contended that reduced left turns along 
the bu^ rood will significantly reduce sales. 

"I don’t want it rammed down our throat - 
by the state or anyone else,” Kyle said, urg- 
ing councilmcn to look at other means of fix- 
ing traffic flow. 

The ITD is considering spending $80,000 
to install barriers beside left-turn bays at 
high-occidcnt intersections along Blue Lakes 
Boulevard North. To qualify for funding, the 
project would have to begin before July I, 


1997, after meetings with the chamber of 
commerce and other members of the public, 
District Engineer Lj^ Van Over said. 

Kyle presented signatures from 1 10 busi- 
nesses and a resolution urging the city to 
“jadefinitely suspend all plans for the instal- 
lation of traffic control b^ers or additional 
restrietions on Blue Lakes Boulevard 
between Addison Avenue ond the Pemne 
Bridge" until the city completes a litany of 
traffic and economic studies. 

The board of the Twin Falls Area Chamber 
of Commerce has unanimously adopted the 
resolution, Kyle said, and he asked council- 
mcn to sign on too. 

They diMlined. 

“I look at this resolution and I sec several 


fatal flaws," Mayor Jeff Gooding said. 

Councilmcn said the city will work with 
business owners during the next year to 
reduce traffic accidenLs by other means, per- 
haps with no-Iefi-tum signs on business prop- 
erties. But the city can't fund independent 
traffic studies, they said. 

The state will seek public inpul-on iLs acci- 
dent-reduction plans for Blue Lakes, before 
making any decisions, Van Over said, "but if 
it comes down to a siandofT, we have to serve 
the traveling public." 

If the city opus not to participate in the bar- 
rier project next year and traffic accidents 
haven’t decreased, the ITD may still install 
barriers on Blue L^cs and some side sirceis, 
he said.

GOODING - Convicted killer Gary 
Sitnins was sentenced Monday to 20 to 25 
years in prison for the shotgun slaying of a 
Jerome man near a Hagermnn swimming 
hole last summer. 

Simms, of Grants Pass, Ore., had been 
convicted by a jury of volunuuy manslaugh- 
ter. During the trial, his attorney portrayed 
him ns a peaceful drifter who found himself 
backed into a corner when he shot David 
Luna, 23. 

But 5ih District Judge Barry Wood ques- 
tioned Simms’ self-defense alibi, citing a 
five-year prison term Simms served in Uic 
mid-1970s for stabbing on Oregon police- 
mon in the bock with a butcher knife. The 
jury was not (old of (hat previous conviction, 
and (be state of Oregon kept it secret from 
the Idaho news media during the trial and 
earlier. 

“Your honor, I was punished for my 
crime." Simms interrupted during sentenc- 
ing. His voice breaking at times, Simms said 
he was being treated like a "habitual crimi- 
nal." 

“Just sentence me and get it over with, 
OK?" Simms said. "And while I’m at it. I'd 
like to fire this lawyer, OK?" 

Denying his request, Wood cited 13 occa- 
sions when he thought Simms^vos not telling 
the entire truth about himself - including his 
drug use, education, child support payments 
and shooting of Luiu. 

Rather thw defending himself, Simms was 
looking for a fi^t before he shot Luna in the . 
abdomen with a I6-^uge sawed-off shotgun 
on July 27, Wood said. 

Simms and his friend. Bill Duffey, acted 
“eccentric’.' around the swimming hole, os if 
they felt obligated to kick Luna and his 
frirods out of their domain. Wood said. 

After firing his shotgun once into the air to 
br^ up 0 fight, Simms reloaded his gun, 
walked across the parking lot and sat beneath 
a tree os if to cover Duffey, Wood said. Luna 
approached him challcngingly, and Simms 
shot him, Wood soid. 

Simms was found guilty lost month of vol- 
unury manslaughter and of using a fireann 
in the crime; he origiiiiilly was charged with 
second-degree murder. 

Monday, Wood sentcnccd.Simms to the 
maximum of 15 years for voluntary manslaugh- 
ter and 1 6 yean for the weapons charge. 

Twenty years ago, Simms stabb^ ovpolicc 
officer in an Oregon jail, said Gooding' 
Q)unty ftoseclitor Phi! Brown. Simms told 
an Oregon official that hc.corried (he eight- 
inch bureher loiife in his boot because he is 
imwl l and ne«lcd protection, Brown said. 

“I think you carried (he gun for the some 
reason you carried the knife 20 years ago," 
Wood said ' ■

Dead bison 
disturb those 
living near 
Yellowstone 

BOZEMAN, Mont. (AP) — A 
man living near Yellowstone 
National Park is haunted by the 
dead bison he sees along the road 
to his home. 

Richard Levis soys he cannot 
shake the image of the carcasses. 

“If it happened in the governor’s 
backyard and his family had to 
look at it, I wonder how long it 
would go on?" he asked. 

‘Tm living with this stuff, like 
twice a week.” 

He and some neighbors north of 
West Yellowstone are upset and 
frustrated by the killings carried 
out by state officials to control 
bison that wander from the park. 
There is concern the animals could 
transmit the disease brucellosis to 
cattle, but critics say such a risk is 
unverified. 

Levis, 52, admits he docs not 
know the best way to control wan- 
dering bison but killing them' is 
inhumane and should cease. 

.“Just because they’re big, stoic 
animals, that doesn’t mean they 
don’t feel this,” he said. “It almost 
makes you wont to cry. There is 
no spokesperson for these uni- 
’s mails." 

Fourteen bison were killed 
Friday on federal land near West 
Yellowstone. That pushed the 
number killed during the past 
week to 41, the Montana 
Oepartment'x>f Livestock said. 
Shooters were from that agency 
and the Montana Department of 
Fish, Wildlife and Parlb. ' 

Indians from the Fort Peck 
Reservation dressed out carcasses 
and plan^^cd to distribute the meat. 

The number of bufialo shot in 
Montana since lost October totals 
235. 

State officials will continue 
shooting bison in the West 
^Yellowstone area until a new man- 
agement plan takes effect, said 
Marc Bridges, acting executive 
secretary for the state Livestock 
Board.

“It would be detrimental to public 
schools," said Joseph Glymore, lob- 
byist fof the American Association 
of Retired People. 

Granting public funds to 
parochial schools runs contrary to 
public policy, he said. “Many tax- 
payers would resent paying for reli- 
gious institutions other than their 
own,” he said.

Canadian killer taunts police 


JERUSALEM (AP) — With 
Israelis’ nerves stretched tight fol- 
lowing two suicide bombings, Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres promised 
Monday tliat Israel would destroy the 
militant Palestinian group Homos, 
which claimed responsibility for the 
attacks. 

Despite his assurances. Israelis 
were obviously jittery a day after the 
bombings killed 27 people — the 
highest toll in a day since 1978.

0 new, casualty: An Arab- 


Amcrican was shot and killed 
Monday by Israeli civilians who 
feared he was a terrorist when his 
rented car crashed into a crowded 
Jerusalem bus stop. 

Hundreds of police ofllccrs, con- 
vinced they were facing a new terror 
attack, rushed to the scene. But 
police later said the driver, Ahmed 
Abdel Hamido of Colifomio, appar- 
ently lost control of thb cor. 

An Israeli woman was killed in the 
crash and 22 people were injured. It 
was not known whether the 


bystanders who opened fire faced 
criminal charges. 

A reporter for Israel television said 
Abdel Hnmida “paid the price for the 
hysteria that has overcome all of us.” 
Hundreds of Israelis gathered at 
the scene of the Jerusalem bombing 
on Monday, arranging memorial can- 
dles on the sidewalk to spell the word 
“mospik” — Hebrew for “enough.” 
Military funerals were held at 
Jerusalem's Mount Hcnd Cemetery 
for five young soldiers killed in the 
blasL-

Louisiana Tech led a top five that 
remained unchanged Monday and Texas 
joined at the bottom to maintoin its ycorly 
string of appearances in The Associated 
Press women's basketball poll. 

A nationwide media ponel ogain made 
Louisiana Tech a solid choice for No. I after 
the Lody Tcchstcrs recorded yet onothcr 
rout, i 01-51 over Texos-Pan American. 
Georgia remained second and was followed 
by Connecticut, Stanford and Teoncssee. 

• Louisiana Tech (23-1) received 30 of 40 
first-place votes and bad 985 points. Geo^ia 
(23-3), the No. I team before Louisiana 


Tech took over last week, bad eight votes for 
first and 961 points. 

Connecticut (26-3) and Stanford (22-2) 
each received one first-place vole. 

The changes began with Iowa moving 
from seventh to sixth.
